We found that they had been renewed in some 
places and I think they were quite serviceable, 
We selected a few of the worst corroded plates 
and bad them deilléd and cut, and found them all 
quite etrovy endugh for the requirements of that 
trade.

Her classat Lloyds was reversed 
in 1886, I'superintended her repatra In 1826 
and certified: he fit for river service, but not 
daa seagoing steamer. In‘September, 1883, 
I went‘on board the Parig, whilst she was under 
‘repairs at Wanchal, in: the interests of the 
fosurance companies, 1 examined her on the 
19th September, The old boiler was then. out 
of the ship, I went’ on board and went dows 
{nto the boiler’ space. The Captain was present 
at thethme, The floors, reverse frames, intercostal 
and wash-plates wader same, including ‘keelron 
and angles were destroyed, I wrote to the owner 
twice on that day, [A latter wasread in which 
witness made certaln complaints as noticad by 
him when on board, to which he received a reply 
from the owner telling, him; his services were 
not tequired). I wroté again the aame day 
and received a similar reply the following day,’ 
On the 13th October [ visited the Pasty again 
and found they had pieced the floors, leaving 
the defective parts, and had moved only a 
small part of the cement, some’ three laches fa 
breadth, at tho .sides of the flaws, In my 
opinion, that was not the proper way. . These 
fliwa,: were. tried by my hammer and the 
bamnter, went through them.
